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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 6 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The main reason for the allowance of claim 6 is that the prior art fails to teach or 
fairly suggest the ion implantation apparatus of claim 6 where the device includes X and 
Y axis beam scanning elements, a substrate rotation element, and a control device 
which executes the function of controlling scanning speed of an ion beam in an X or Y 
direction to separately dose two implanted regions on a substrate prior to rotation of the 
substrate about its center. 

4. The prior art contains several references which utilize a large central platen 
holding a plurality of substrates at the periphery and where X and Y beam deflection 
occurs. However, the substrate in the prior art is not rotated about its center in these 
cases, and therefore the functional language of claim 6 is not met by the prior art. 
USPN 5,393,984 is an example of this approach to implantation. 

5. USPN 6,710,359 is another relevant item of prior art, but does not teach or 
suggest the limitations of the claim because it does not include the substrate rotation 
means and does not teach the function of coordinating scan speed and dose distribution 
with substrate rotation as set forth in claim 6.
